Vaccination  Against  Polio 

FACILITIES  FOR  THE  "  OVER  40's  " 

FROM  January  1,  1961,  family  doctors 
will  be  able  to  vaccinate  against  polio 
those  aged  forty  and  over  who  are  not 
covered  by  the  arrangements  for  pri- 
ority groups,  and  who,  in  the  view  of 
their  doctors,  require  that  protection. 
That  has  been  announced  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Health.  The  new  arrangement  is 
distinct  from  those — for  which  local 
health  authorities  have  responsibility— 
to  vaccinate  the  under  forties,  special 
groups,  such  as  expectant  mothers,  and 
people  particularly  exposed  to  infec- 
tion. Those  special  arrangements  will 
continue  as  at  present.  A  Ministry 
spokesman  has  commented  that  the  pro- 
portion of  the  population  unprotected 
is  still  far  too  high,  particularly  in  the 
older  age  groups.  Persons  in  those 
groups  who  have  not  yet  secured  pro- 
tection should  do  so  without  delay.  To 
younger  people  and  those  in  the  special 
;roups  vaccination  is  vitally  important.

Cancer  Research 

A  "  TWO  V  ARIABLES  "  APPROACH 

A  BRIEF  insight  into  the  thinking  be- 
hind cancer  research  work  now  being 
done  at  King's  College,  London,  was 
given  to  members  of  the  fine  chemicals 
group  of  the  Society  of  Chemistry  on 
December  2  by  Professor  J.  F.  Danielli. 
Not  in  any  major  way,  said  the  speaker, 
but  only  in  a  number  of  minor  ways 
did  cancer  cells  differ  from  normal 
cells.  What  was  lacking  in  them  was  a 
mechanism  of  restraint  that  was  not 
well  understood.  The  absence  of  a  sharp 
difference  meant  that  an  anticarcino- 
genic  agent,  in  arresting  cancerous 
growth,  was  apt  to  injure  normal  cells 
in  the  process.  The  approach  at  King's 
College  was.  accordingly,  along  the 
lines  of  a  "  double  variable."  for  ex- 
ample to  try  and  damp  down  the  action 
of.  say.  an  antimitotic  compound  —  by 


tacking  on,  say,  an  acetyl  radicle  to  the 
active  portion  of  the  molecule — so  that 
it  entered  the  cancerous  cell,  to  be  re- 
leased when  an  enzyme  present  in  the 
cell  split  oil'  the  radicle.  That  approach 
had  had  its  successes,  compounds  hav- 
ing been  found  that  would  bring  about 
complete  regression  of  artificially  in- 
duced tumours  in  mice.  Unfortunately, 
the  enzymes  present  in  body  cells  of 
mice  were  not  necessarily  those  of 
human  cells.  Nevertheless,  valuable  in- 
formation was  being  accumulated. 

Agricultural  Chemicals 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  GUSATHION 

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  issued 
new  recommendations  for  the  safe  use 
of  Gusathion.  The  formula  of  the  com- 
pound is  revised  to  5-(3,4-dihydro-4- 
oxobenzo  [d]-[l  .2,3]-triazin-3-ylmethyl) 
dimethyl  phosphorothiolothionate  and 
mention  is  made  of  the  proposed 
open  name  azinphosmethyl.  Another 
change  is  the  recommendation  that  the 
compound  should  be  included  in  the 
Agriculture  (Poisonous  Substances) 
Regulations  as  a  second  schedule.  Part 
III  substance,  which  would  require  op- 
erators to  wear  a  face  shield  and  rubber 
gloves  when  opening  a  container,  or 
diluting,  mixing  or  transferring  Gusa- 
thion from  one  container  to  another. 
Protective  clothing  will  not  be  required 
otherwise  for  outdoor  operators  using 
the  diluted  material. 

Hospital  Administration 

OPPORTUNITIES  OF  TRAINING 

APPLICATIONS  for  further  training 
posts  for  prospective  hospital  adminis- 
trators are  being  invited  by  the  Minis- 
ter of  Health  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Scotland  under  a  national 
recruitment  and  training  scheme  begun 
in  1956.  The  posts  are  open  to  young 
officers  already  employed  in  the 
National  Health  Service  and  to  Univer- 
sity graduates  and  professionally  quali- 
fied persons  who  wish  to  make  hospital 
administration  their  career.  The  posts 
are  tenable  for  three  years  beginning 
in  October  1961.  The  normal  age  limit 
is  thirty,  but  the  selection  committee 
has  discretion  to  consider  candidates 
up  to  the  age  of  thirty-five. 

Rheumatic  Diseases 

RESULTS  OF  A  SURVEY 

ABOUT  5,726,000  people  in  Great 
Britain  were  crippled  by  arthritis.  That 
figure  is  revealed  by  the  first  compre- 
hensive survey  into  the  prevalence  of 
rheumatic  diseases.  It  was  carried  out 
in  Leigh  and  Wensleydale  by  a  field 
survey  unit  of  the  Empire  Rheumatism 
Council  and  involved  the  detailed  ex- 
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amination  of  over  2,500  people.  The 
unit,  which  was  set  up  in  1956,  had 
placed  at  its  disposal  the  mobile  lab- 
oratory and  .v-ray  unit  given  to  Man- 
chester University  by  the  Wellcome 
Trust  (C.  &  D.,  September  9,  1959,  p. 
42).  The  survey  also  disclosed  that  at 
any  one  time  there  were  1,740,000  suf- 
ferers from  rheumatoid  arthritis — the 
greater  majority  being  women 
(1,270,000);  120,000  sufferers  from  gout; 
120,000  from  spondylitis,  and  3,746,000 
individuals  over  sixty-five  were  victims 
of  osteo-arthritis.  It  was  also  established 
that  there  was  a  hereditary  tendency 
in  certain  forms  of  the  disease.  Another 
discovery  was  that  about  one  person  in 
twenty  suffered  at  one  time  or  another 
from  an  acute  form  of  rheumatism  or 
polyarthritis  resembling  rheumatic  fever 
which  did  not  affect  the  heart.  The 
attack  could  be  severe  but  it  generally 
disappeared  and  was  not  followed  by 
complications. 


A  FURTHER  reduction  of  more  than 
£11,500  in  the  prices  paid  under  con- 
tracts negotiated  by  the  South-west 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Pharmacists' 
Committee  from  those  paid  in  1958-59 
was  reported  by  the  secretary  (Mr. 
W.  S.  Benjamin)  at  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  held  on  November  26. 
Total  value  of  the  contracts  during 
1959-60  was  well  over  £300,000  against 
a  figure  between  £250,000  and  £300,000 
for  the  previous  year,  when  savings  of 
approximately  £30,000  were  estimated 
to  have  been  achieved.  Corticosteroid 
preparations  accounted  for  more  than 
£4,500  of  the  amount  saved,  and  the 
addition  of  new  items  to  the  contracts 
schedule  had  resulted  in  further  sav- 
ings. After  comparing  the  overall  con- 
tract prices  obtained,  with  those  that 
would  have  been  paid  in  the  absence 
of  the  joint  contracting  scheme,  the 
committee  was  satisfied  that  the  total 
amount  saved  in  1956-60  substantially 
exceeded  £30,000.  In  the  six  and  a 
half  years  for  which  contracts  had 
now  been  running  the  total  turnover 
had  amounted  to  £1-J— i  millions,  and 
the  total  savings  to  not  less  than 
£150,000. 

A  Questionnaire 

A  questionnaire  had  been  sent  out 
to  chief  pharmacists  participating  in 
the  scheme  inviting  their  comments  on 
the  present  contract  arrangements. 
Thirty  replies  had  been  received,  of 
which  seventeen  made  general  and 
twelve  detailed  comments.  The  few 
complaints  received  were  not  serious; 
they  had  been  referred  to  the  contracts 
subcommittee.  For  the  eighth  contract 
year  a  provisional  list  of  fifty-nine  new 
items  had  been  adopted. 

The  committee  had  been  pressing  the 
Ministry,  through  the  Regional  Board, 
for  the  awaited  statement  of  policy  on 
the  training  of  assistants-in-dispensing; 
a  reply  was  hoped  for  in  the  fairly 
near  future.  After  collaboration  with 
representatives  of  the  North-east 
Metropolitan  Regional  Pharmaceutical 
Advisory  Committee,  the  committee 
had  prepared  a  memorandum  which 
the  board  had  duly  submitted  to  the 


Microchemical  Methods 

A  COURSE  OF  LECTURES 

A  SHORT  course  of  twelve  lectures 
on  micro-  and  semi-microchemical 
methods  is  being  held  at  Norwood 
Technical  College,  London,  S.E.27,  on 
Saturday  mornings  beginning  on  Janu- 
ary 14.  The  fee  is  £1.  The  course  is 
suitable  for  teachers  and  industrial  and 
research  chemists,  and  is  designed  to 
survey  the  principal  branches  of  chem- 
istry in  which  small-scale  methods 
have  been  successfully  applied.

Interdepartmental  Working  Party  on 
Legislation  Concerning  Medicines.  The 
committee  had  initiated  a  discussion  on 
joint  contracting  in  the  Hospital  Phar- 
macists' Consultative  Committee. 

The  original  thirty-three  groups 
taking  part  in  the  scheme  had  grown 
to  forty-one  after  allowing  for  the 
transfer  of  five  Wessex  Region  mental 
groups  and  the  amalgamation  of  cer- 
tain groups  in  the  London  area.  The 
scheme  now  included  three  disclaimed 
hospitals,  for  the  majority  of  whose 
beds  the  Regional  Board  had  contrac- 
tual arrangements,  making  a  total  of 
172  hospitals,  plus  thirty-one  treatment 
centres.  Eighty-five  were  receiving  de- 
livery direct  from  contractors;  there 
was  a  redistribution  from  many  of 
them  to  smaller  units. 

Election  of  Committee 

The  chairman  (Mr.  E.  A.  Cross)  ex- 
pressed the  committee's  appreciation 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  secre- 
tary, and  said  that,  in  view  of  Mr. 
Benjamin's  new  appointment  by  the 
Regional  Board,  he  should  be  regarded 
as  automatically  a  member  of  the 
committee.  The  meeting  then  elected 
the  following  additional  personnel  to 
serve  as  members  of  the  committee 
and  as  auditors  during  1961,  retaining 
the  same  co-opted  members: — Metro- 
politan General  Hospitals:  Messrs.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Lost 

I  take  the  gravest  view  of  your  report  on  p.  719  of  the  non-arrival  at 
their  destination  of  prescriptions  dispatched  by  Executive  Council  to  a 
pricing  bureau.  It  appears  that  the  documents  (in  the  form  of  EC  10's) 
amounting  to  between  80,000  and  100,000  forms,  and  representing  the 
dispensing  done  in  September  by  chemist  contractors  in  the  Fife  Executive 
Council  area,  were  sent  to  Glasgow  for  pricing,  and  that  they  failed  to  put 
in  an  appearance.  The  transport  was  in  the  hands  of  British  Road  Services 
which,  if  average  values  are  applied  to  the  value  of  the  cargo,  had  in 
their  hands  records  representing  about  £40,000.  A  correspondent  tells  me 
that  the  missing  packages  were  found  in  a  bank — a  very  safe  deposit  for 
securities,  provided  somebody  knows  what  they  are  and  where  they  are, 
and  that  they  are  not  packed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  suggest  that  they  are 
waste  paper.  Various  interesting  questions  spring  to  mind.  Were  the  goods 
not  addressed?  Did  the  bank  sign  for  a  package  without  so  much  as  a 
glance?  Is  there  no  immediate  acknowledgment  by  the  pricing  bureau, 
direct  to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  receipt  of  the  monthly  package? 
And — perhaps  the  most  important  question  of  all  to  those  who  have 
toiled  to  dispense  80,000  prescriptions,  many  of  them  quite  expensive — 
what  would  have  been  the  procedure  adopted  in  payment  if,  instead  of 
going  to  a  bank,  the  forms  had  been  diverted  to  waste  paper  salvage?  A 
small  business  with  a  sudden  run  on  expensive  antibiotics  or,  since  the 
month  was  the  holiday  month  of  September,  with  the  possibility  of  medical 
locum  relief  in  the  area  completely  altering  the  general  pattern  of  pre- 
scribing, would  be  ill-served  by  that  favourite  resort  of  government  depart- 
ments: averaging.  I  note  that  the  Fife  Executive.  Council  treated  the 
matter  as  urgent  and  serious,  and  that  the  November  prescriptions  are 
being  dispatched  by  special  transport.  The  Council  has  had  a  fright,  but 
how  do  other  Executive  Councils  deal  with  the  matter?  Contractors  should 
see  that  the  pharmacist  members  of  Executive  Councils  are  instructed  to 
ask  for  full  particulars  at  their  next  meeting. 

Labelling 

The  statement  issued  by  the  joint  formulary  committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  British  Medical  Association  on  the  question  of 
the  labelling  of  prescribed  medicines  (p.  719)  does  not  alter  a  situation  that 
has  existed  for  at  least  three  centuries.  If  the  prescriber  wishes  the  contents 
of  his  prescription  to  be  disclosed  to  his  patient,  he  has  only  to  say  so,  but 
I  meet  many  pharmacists  who  take  a  poor  view  of  being  asked  to  keep 
the  doctor's  records  for  him.  It  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  prescriber,  as  the 
statement  says,  to  decide  whether  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  his  patient 
to  have  the  name  of  the  drug  appear  on  the  label,  and  equally  clearly 
the  duty  of  the  pharmacist  to  carry  out  faithfully  the  exact  instructions 
of  the  prescriber.  But  is  is  noticeable  that  there  has  been  an  increasing 
demand  for  the  drug  to  be  named  on  the  label  since  the  duplicate  prescrip- 
tion form  was  discontinued,  and  it  is  not  a  recognised  part  of  the  duties 
of  a  pharmacist  to  act  as  honorary  and  unpaid  record-keeper  to  the 
doctor.  The  magic  letters  "  N.P."  have  been  used  for  centuries  by 
physicians.  On  the  whole,  the  committee  does  not  seem  to  have  made 
any  significant  alteration  in  what  has  always  been. 

Fire 

The  report  of  a  conference  on  fire  precautions  in  shops  and  stores, 
(p.  730)  has  an  important  message  for  pharmacists.  How  many  pharmacies 
are  equipped  with  a  small,  hand-operated  fire-extinguisher?  It  is  a  most 
valuable  and  necessary  part  of  the  equipment,  bearing  in  mind  the  exceed- 
ingly inflammable  nature  of  some  of  the  stock  carried.  I  should  imagine 
that  the  risks  are  lessened  by  the  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  such 
substances  as  ether  and  acetone,  but  accidents  occur,  and  the  means  should 
be  at  hand  of  dealing  with  an  emergency.  For  many  years  I  have  had  an 
extinguisher  conveniently  to  hand,  and  once  had  to  use  it.  The  knowledge 
that  the  safeguard  was  there  has  always  been  comforting  in  the  extreme. 
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Flavours  and  Colours  in  Medicines 

CHANGING  CRITERIA  AND  PRACTICAL  PROBLEMS 


AMONG  the  problems  encountered  by 
manufacturers  in  presenting  a  new 
medicinal  product  is  the  need  to  formu- 
late a  preparation  acceptable  in  taste 
and  appearance.  The  flavours  available 
for  incorporation  into  otherwise  un- 
palatable medicines  were  discussed  by 
Mr.  G.  R.  A.  Short,  F.P.S.,  F.L.S. 
(chief  flavour  chemist,  W.  J.  Bush  & 
Co.,  Ltd),  at  an  evening  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
on  December  7.  Mr.  A.  G.  Fishburn 
(chairman)  introduced  the  speaker. 

A  Question  of  Taste 

Mr.  Short  opened  his  talk  with  an 
account  of  changes  that  had  taken 
place  in  the  relationship  between  pala- 
tability  and  patient-acceptance  of  medi- 
cines. "  Formerly,  adult  patients  were 
inclined  to  expect  medicine  to  have  an 
objectionable  flavour  which  was  in 
many  cases  coupled  with  a  strong 
odour."  Good  examples,  he  said,  were 
tinctures  of  asafcetida  and  ammoniated 
valerian.  (Children,  having  no  such  as- 
sociation of  ideas,  required  medicines 
more  attractive,  flavoured  with  syrup 
plus  cherry,  aniseed,  lemon,  orange  or 
dill,  together  with  a  red  or  brown  col- 
our.) The  present-day  manufacturer  was 
more  inclined  to  consider  it  a  duty  to 
the  patient,  and  to  himself,  to  provide  a 
palatable  and  elegant  medicine. 

A  number  of  factors  decided  the 
flavour  adopted.  The  wish  might  be  to 
mask  the  unpleasant  ingredients,  or  to 
impart  an  overriding  taste  and  odour. 
The  flavour  had  to  be  compatible  and 
miscible  with  the  vehicle — for  example, 
an  acid  flavour,  such  as  a  natural  fruit 
syrup,  could  not  be  used  with  alkaline 
medicaments.  Mr.  Short  referred  to  a 
paper  read  at  the  British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Conference  in  1951,  which  had 
enumerated  four  methods  of  approach 
to  the  flavouring  or  masking  of  drugs : 

(1)  Use  of  a  pleasantly  flavoured  sub- 
stance having  something  in  common  with 
the  drug — for  example  orange  with  gen- 
tian or  quinine;  (2)  the  use  of  substances 
such  as  menthol  or  oil  of  peppermint  to 
produce  mild  local  anaesthesia;  (3)  the  use 
of  colloidal  solutions  such  as  mucilage  of 
acacia  as  vehicle;  (4)  the  use  of  moderate 
concentrations  of  sodium  chloride  (in 
which  the  bitterness  of  some  drugs  is  les- 
sened). Oil-soluble  drugs  could  also  be 
dealt  with  by  producing  emulsions  of  the 
oil-in-water  type,  but  the  effect  of  emulsi- 
fication  was  much  less  useful  for  water- 
soluble  substances,  which  remain  in  the 
disperse  phase. 

Effervescence  was  another  method  of 
taking  unpalatable  medicaments,  such 
as  salines. 

Of  200  popular  American  pharma- 
ceuticals examined  in  1957,  93  per  cent, 
were  adequately  flavoured  with  cherry, 
chocolate,  mint,  orange  and  raspberry. 
Four  American  papers,  giving  sugges- 
tions for  flavouring  various  types  of 
medicines,  were  summarised  by  the 
speaker  as  follows:  — 

analgesics  and  antipyretics:  Grena- 
dine. 

antibiotics  :     Banana,  butterscotch, 
chocolate,    citrus,    maple,  mint/spice, 


orange,  peach,  peach/anise,  pineapple, 
vanilla,  wild  cherry. 

antihistamines:  Anise/birch,  anise/ 
mint,  blackcurrant,  cherry,  chocolate, 
citrus,  coconut,  coconut /vanilla,  rasp- 
berry, rum/peach,  spice/ vanilla,  wild 
cherry. 

barbiturates:  Anise/citrus,  blackcur- 
rant, cherry,  lime,  mint,  concentrated 
orange  juice,  raspberry,  spearmint,  spice, 
strawberry,  vanilla,  wine /raspberry. 

bitters  :  Liqueur  flavours,  port,  rasp- 
berry, salt/sugar,  salt/sugar/anise,  van- 
illa. 

bromides:  Apricot,  peach,  peach/ 
anise. 

cough  syrups  :  Apricot,  blackberry, 
blackcurrant,  butterscotch,  gooseberry, 
loganberry,  peach,  peach/anise,  peach/ 
orange,  peach/rum,  pineapple. 

digestive  preparations  :  Chocolate, 
maple,  maple/butterscotch,  mint/anise, 
orange,  peppermint,  raspberry,  vanilla, 
wild  cherry. 

emulsions:  '  Blackcurrant,  butter- 
scotch. 

expectorants  :  Blackcurrant. 

geriatric  preparations  :  Banana,  cof- 
fee, pineapple,  port,  vanilla. 

iron  preparations:  Aspic,  aspic/ 
sodium  glutamate,  blackcurrant,  logan- 
berry, strawberry. 

laxatives:  Aspic,  aspic/sodium  gluta- 
mate, butterscotch,  butterscotch/maple, 
pineapple,  pineapple/orange,  strawberry. 

liver  preparations  :  Blackcurrant, 
sodium  glutamate. 

paediatric  preparations  :  Banana,  but- 
terscotch, chocolate,  coconut,  coconut/ 
vanilla,  grenadine,  pineapple,  vanilla. 

phosphates:  Port,  raspberry,  vanilla. 

piperazine  :  Strawberry. 

protein  hydrolysates  :  Aspic,  aspic/ 
sodium  glutamate. 

sulphonamides  :  Pineapple,  straw- 
berry. 

vitamins:  Aspic,  aspic /sodium  gluta- 
mate, banana,  butterscotch,  butterscotch/ 
maple,  caramel,  cream  soda,  maple, 
maple/honey,  maple /vanilla,  pineapple, 
strawberry,  vanilla. 

yeast:  Blackcurrant,  strawberry. 
Flavours  with  wide  applications  were 
lemon /lime,  lime  and  passion  fruit. 
In  a  series  of  specific  tests,  quinine 
hydrochloride  had  been  found  best  fla- 
voured with  cacao,  aromatic  eriodic- 
tyon,  liquorice  or  synthetic  coconut 
syrups;  additions  of  salt  and  increased 
amounts  of  citric  acid  improved  the 
disguising  power  of  the  syrups.  Incor- 
poration of  carboxymethylcellulose  to 
increase  viscosity  also  proved  an  advan- 
tage. 

For  chlortetracycline  hydrochloride 
(0  05-34  63  mgm.  per  4  mils  dose),  sim- 
ple syrup  was  found  best,  followed  by 
root  beer  and  cream  soda.  Oxytetracy- 
cline  was  best  masked  by  cacao  syrup. 

Mr.  Short  recalled  three  articles  that 
had  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  ten  years  ago  (C.  &  D.,  De- 
cember 2,  1950,  pp.  621  and  622,  and 
December  16,  1950,  p.  686).  In  the  first, 
cacao  and  raspberry  syrups  of  the 
U.S. P.  had  been  mentioned  as  suitable 
vehicles  for  sulphonamides,  and  rasp- 
berry syrup  for  acidified  mixtures  of 


potassium  citrate.  The  inclusion  of  syn- 
thetic flavours  in  official  formularies 
was  hampered  by  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
viding formulas  and  specifications  for 
them.  The  second  article  had  referred 
to  the  choice  of  flavours,  and  methods 
of  administering  medicines  to  children. 
In  the  third  instalment  of  the  series  the 
speaker  himself  had  pointed  out  that 
the  compilers  of  an  official  formulary  or 
hospital  pharmacopoeia  were  limited  in 
their  choice  of  flavouring  ingredients. 
They  had  to  confine  themselves  to  a 
few  well-known  aromatic  substances 
such  as  vegetable  extracts,  essential  oils 
and  fruit  syrups.  Manufacturers,  includ- 
ing hospital  and  retail  pharmacists,  were 
not  hampered  by  such  limitations. 
Those  formulators  could  either  experi- 
ment with  the  many  compounded  fla- 
vours available  or  submit  their  prob- 
lems to  an  essence  manufacturer. 

An  experiment  to  determine  child- 
ren's preferences  had  been  conducted  a 
few  years  previously  by  Davidson  at 
Tunbridge  Wells.  A  blend  of  pepper- 
mint, chloroform,  saccharin  and  syrup 
had  proved  the  most  popular;  a  mixture 
of  cardamom,  bitter  orange,  cinnamon, 
clove,  anethol  and  caraway  in  syrup 
had  also  been  well  received.  Few  had 
favoured  syrup  of  cocoa  or  syrup  of 
raspberry.  A  syrup  almost  universally 
disliked  had  been  flavoured  with  ane- 
thol, fennel  and  benzaldehyde.  Mr. 
Short  said  he  had  sought  the  opinions 
of  five  hospital  chief  pharmacists  on 
the  matter.  Syrups  of  raspberry,  lemon 
and  orange  (sometimes  with  added 
essences)  were  commonly  used,  while 
banana  and  chocolate  flavours  were  un- 
popular. Yeast  extract  or  meat  gravy 
had  been  found  a  good  blend  for  liver 
preparations,  as  had  a  mixture  of  rasp- 
berry and  blackcurrant  for  penicillin, 
passion  fruit  for  paracetamol  and 
chloroform  water  for  p-amino  salicylic 
acid. 

Recommendations 

The  speaker  recommended  peach  or 
apricot  flavours  for  guaiacol  and  creo- 
sote. Guaiaphenesin  blended  well  with 
syrups  flavoured  with  strawberry,  black- 
berry, cherry,  raspberry  and  caramel.  A 
mixture  containing  senna  extract  was 
improved  with  a  fig  essence.  The  sul- 
phonamides were  difficult  to  mask,  but 
saccharin  with  strawberry,  raspberry, 
apricot  or  passion  fruit  was  reasonably 
effective.  Antibiotics  in  liquid  form 
could  be  made  more  acceptable  with 
fruit  flavours,  particularly  lemon,  lime, 
orange  and  perhaps  ginger;  powder  fla- 
vours were  best  for  tablets  and  loz- 
enges. For  tablets  that  emitted  an 
objectionable  odour  when  bottled  a 
cotton-wool  plug  treated  with  a  solu- 
tion of  vanillin  was  partially  effective. 

Invalid  foods  having  a  milk  powder 
base  could  be  improved  by  caramel, 
butterscotch,  vanilla,  peach,  apricot  or 
blackcurrant  powder.  For  protein 
hydrolysates,  pineapple,  banana,  cara- 
mel, honey,  butterscotch  and  savoury 
flavours  were  recommended.  Spice  fla- 
vours such  as  ginger  or  cinnamon  were 
best  for  amino-acids.  Powdered  yeast 
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preparations  blended  well  with  savoury 
flavours,  and  in  some  cases  plum  and 
vanilla  could  be  used.  Mixtures  con- 
taining vitamin  B  complex  could  be 
improved  with  nut  flavours  such  as 
hazelnut  or  walnut.  Flavours  free  from 
aldehydes  were  required  for  vitamin 
B12.  Peppermint  was  considered  the  only 
satisfactory  flavour  for  paraldehyde 
draught.  Preparations  containing  chlor- 
ides and  other  saline  drugs  could  be  im- 
proved with  cream  soda,  maple  or 
chocolate  flavour.  For  barium  meals, 
butter  and  caramel  flavours  had  been 
found  useful.  Male  fern  extract,  how- 
ever, had  resisted  all  attempts  at  mask- 
ing its  taste. 

Mr.  Short  then  stressed  the  import- 
ance of  colour  in  chilren's  medicines. 
It  was  not  essential  to  match  the  colour 
to  the  flavour  in  pharmaceuticals, 
though  it  might  be  considered  neces- 
sary for  reasons  of  identification  to  use 
different  colours  in  conjunction  with 
similar  flavours.  The  Colouring  Matter 
in  Food  Regulations,  1957,  listed  thirty 
permitted  coal  tar  colours  for  use  in 
food.  Although  the  restriction  to  those 
colours  was  not  compulsory  in  medi- 
cines, they  had  the  advantage  of  being 
available  in  pure  form  and  of  standard 
tinctorial  power.  The  regulations  also 
provided  a  permitted  list  of  colours 
other  than  coal  tar— of  those  the  most 
useful  were  caramel,  alkanet  and  an- 
natto,  the  two  last-named  being  of  value 
when  an  oil-soluble  red  and  yellow 
respectively  were  required. 

Experiments  in  the  Codex  laboratory 
had  shown  that  solutions  containing 
amaranth  tended  to  fade  when  the  pn 
exceeded  5,  and  carmoisine  at  a  pn 
greater  than  6.  Tartrazine  faded  at  pn  4, 
and  sulphan  blue  showed  fading  in  the 
presence  of  reducing  sugars.  When  red 
FB  was  added  to  mist.  pot.  cit.  pro 
infans,  the  colour  was  precipitated. 

Mr.  Short  emphasised  the  importance, 
when  formulating  a  new  product,  of 
conducting  storage  tests  at  room  and 
elevated  temperatures  to  determine 
whether  the  flavour  had  changed  or  the 
colour  faded.  "Don't  over-flavour, 
over-colour  or  over-sweeten.  If  it  is 
decided  to  hand  over  a  flavour  problem 
to  experts,  it  is  advisable  to  give  an 
indication  of  the  constituents  of  the 
medicine,  if  possible,  and  above  all,  to 
state  the  proposed  dose." 

Discussion 

Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  A. 
King,  Mr.  Short  said  that  butter  or 
cream  flavouring  added  to  barium  meal 
would  partially  cover  its  nauseating 
taste  by  producing  a  milky  flavour.  Mr. 
King  later  commented  that  powdered 
coffee  extract  might  prove  a  useful 
alternative.  He  also  suggested  that  pine- 
apple, especially  "  when  associated  with 
medicines  containing  alcohol,"  produced 
a  pleasant  result.  Mr.  Short  pointed  out 
that  natural  pineapple  flavour,  being 
difficult  to  prepare,  was  normally  forti- 
fied with  synthetics;  many  of  the  syn- 
thetics used  in  such  essences  were  iden- 
tical in  composition  with  the  aromatic 
constituents  of  the  fruit. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Creswell  wondered  what 
the  reactions  of  "  tasting  panels  "  were 
to  various  concentrations  of  sulphur 
dioxide  preservative.  That  substance, 
Mr.  Short  replied,  was  met  frequently 


in  the  beverage  trade,  and  people  had 
become  accustomed  to  its  presence. 
Benzoic  acid  was  more  acceptable, 
though  it  occasionally  caused  throat 
irritation.  Sulphur  dioxide,  being  vola- 
tile, prevented  mould  growth  in  the 
neck  region  of  bottles.  A  combination 
of  the  two  had  been  put  to  the  pre- 
servatives subcommittee,  from  which 
a  favourable  answer  was  anticipated. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Hadgraft  considered  sodi- 
um cyclamate  a  superior  sweetening 
agent  to  saccharin. 

Mr.  Short  agreed,  but  added  that, 
whereas  saccharin  was  about  600  times 
as  sweet  as  sugar,  sodium  cyclamate 
was  only  thirty  times  as  sweet.  Also, 
saccharin's  own  "  bitter  "  taste  was  use- 
ful in  masking  other  bitters.  He  was 
unable  to  say  whether  glycine,  which 
Mr.  Hadgraft  had  said  produced  a  palat- 
able preparation  with  aspirin,  was  being 
used  in  other  products.  Mr.  Hadgraft 
said  that  the  barium  meal  problem  had 
been  effectively  overcome  for  a 
patient  in  his  hospital  with  citric  acid, 
lime  flavouring  and  green  colour.  It 
was  possible,  however,  that  citric  acid 
could  have  solubilised  some  of  the 
barium  salt — an  assumption  endorsed 
by  Mr.  Short. 

Another  questioner  invited  sugges- 
tions on  flavours  for  incorporation  in 
animal  and  bird  diets  so  as  to  encour- 
age greater  food  intake.  Aniseed  and 
new-mown  hay  were,  said  Mr.  Short, 
popular  flavours  with  animals,  accord- 
ing to  farmers.  The  coumarin  constitu- 
ent of  hay  and  clover  had  recently  come 
into  disrepute,  and  a  coumarin  substi- 
tute had  been  formulated.  Birds  ap- 
peared to  like  toast.  Dealing  with  oil- 
soluble  colours,  the  author  said  that 
there  were  only  two  of  the  type  on  the 
permitted  list,  and  those  were  yellow- 
ish shades.  If  red  or  orange  colours 
were  required,  then  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  use  alkanet  and  annatto.  Mr. 
Short  explained  that  the  terpene  frac- 


The  Weights  and  Measures  Bill  was 
considered  by  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  in  committee  on  De- 
cember 8,  when  a  number  of  the  183 
amendments  were  considered.  Lord 
St.  Oswald  said  that  in  general  the 
Government  regarded  any  compulsory 
changeover  to  the  metric  system  as 
something  that  could  be  done  only  as 
part  of  a  general  plan  and  it  should  be 
the  subject  of  separate  legislation.  Ex- 
cept in  the  food  industry,  in  which 
traders  were  required  to  pre-pack  some 
articles  in  imperial  weights,  all  indus- 
tries were  free  to  adopt  the  metric  sys- 
tem if  they  so  desired.  The  pharma- 
ceutical industry  had  done  so  in  recent 
years.  The  Earl  of  Dundee  said  that 
the  second  part  of  subsection  3  of 
clause  10,  as  drafted,  would  prevent 
pharmacists  from  using  any  weights  and 
measures  other  than  apothecaries'  or 
metric,  and  "  this  would  have  the  effect 
that  when  an  order  ...  is  made  abolish- 
ing apothecaries'  weights  and  measures, 
they  would  be  compelled  to  use  only 
metric  weights  and  measures  for  the 
sale  of  drugs.  Many  articles  used  as 
medicines,  for  example,  sodium  bicar- 


tion  of  citrus  oils  such  as  lemon, 
orange  and  tangerine  oxidised  on 
warming,  giving  objectionable  fla- 
vours. Concentrated  oils  were  better, 
since  they  contained  less  terpene.  Sol- 
uble essences  contained  only  the  fla- 
vouring oxygenated  bodies  of  the  oil, 
and  therefore  no  terpene;  even  they 
could  lose  their  flavour  with  sunlight 
and  heat  however.  Mr.  H.  Deane  em- 
phasised American  differences  in  taste 
appreciation  from  British.  Mr.  Short 
added  that  spearmint  and  wintergreen, 
popular  flavours  in  the  U.S.A.,  were  less 
acceptable  here. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  any  flavour 
were  characterised  by  persistence  rather 
than  by  initial  effect,  and  Mr.  Short 
replied  that  some  bitters  persisted,  pos- 
sibly because  they  were  only  slightly 
soluble  and  were  retained  in  the  mouth. 
Salt,  he  said,  had  a  neutralising  effect 
which  was  useful  in  reducing  the  bitter- 
ness of  quinine.  It  did  not  improve 
quassia. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  informed  the 
meeting  that  flavoured  PAS  solution 
was  considered  unpalatable  by  many 
patients  with  tuberculosis.  Might  the 
bitterness  of  the  unflavoured  prepara- 
tion be  of  psychological  benefit  ?  Dr. 
K.  R.  Capper  wondered  whether 
the  "  psychological  "  effect,  especially 
in  an  organic  disease  such  as  tubercu- 
losis, might  be  related  to  the  quantity 
of  medicine  poured  down  the  sink.  He 
suggested  that  degradation  of  a  nice, 
recognisable  flavour  by  the  medicament 
might  be  the  basis  of  patients'  objec- 
tion. If  that  were  so,  the  answer  would 
be  to  use  an  unfamiliar,  yet  not  un- 
pleasant, flavour.  The  Chairman  en- 
dorsed that  view,  adding  that  an  anti- 
tussive marketed  by  his  own  company 
had  had  such  a  degradative  effect  on 
normal  flavours  but  was  acceptable 
when  flavoured  with  a  substance  which 
was  not  particularly  pleasant  but  never- 
theless new  to  the  patient. 


bonate,  are  commonly  sold  by  avoir- 
dupois weight,  and  it  is  not  the  [Gov- 
ernment's] intention  to  interfere  with 
this  practice."  An  amendment  later  ap- 
proved, meant  that  apothecaries'  weights 
and  measures  would  be  permitted 
to  be  used  only  for  the  sale  of  drugs, 
but  pharmacists  were  not  to  be  de- 
barred from  using  other  weights  and 
measures,  except  troy  and  metric  carat 
weights,  which  were  reserved  for  special 
purposes.  Dealing  with  the  next  amend- 
ment, the  Earl  of  Dundee  said  that, 
as  drafted,  subsection  6  of  clause  10 
could  be  construed  as  permitting  the 
abolition  of  only  the  ounce  apothecary, 
the  drachm,  the  scruple,  the  fluid 
drachm  and  the  minim.  The  Govern- 
ment intended  also  to  abolish  the  mea- 
sures described  in  terms  of  the  grain 
and  the  amendment  removed  the 
ambiguity.  The  same  subsection  would 
enable  the  Board  of  Trade  to  abolish 
some  apothecaries'  weights  at  one  time 
and  others  later,  and  to  do  the  same 
for  apothecaries'  measures. 

The  Bill  would  be  amended  in  that 
respect  as  the  Government  intended  to 
abolish  each  class  at  a  single  time.  "Verv 
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likely  the  weights  will  be  abolished  be- 
fore the  measures,  but  it  is  the  inten- 
tion that  all  the  weights  should  be 
abolished  at  one  time  and  all  the 
measures  at  another."  Lord  Milverton 
put  forward  an  amendment  requiring 
personal  weighing  machines  to  be  sub- 
ject to  controls  "  six  months  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,"  but  the  Earl  of 
Dundee  pointed  out  that  there  were 
"  hundreds  of  machines  which  have 
never  before  been  subject  to  any  official 
supervision."  They  would  have  to  be 
examined,  and  in  many  cases  modified 
by  the  manufacturers,  before  they  could 
be  approved  and  stamped  as  fit  for  use. 
Lord  Milverton  withdrew  the  amend- 
ment. During  the  discussion  of  another 
amendment  the  Earl  of  Dundee  said 
he  thought  clause  18  made  it  clear  that 
personal  weighing  machines  were  to  be 
regarded  as  in  use  for  trade,  whether  or 
not  a  charge  was  made  for  their  use. 

"  Nicely  Made  Up  " 

An  amendment  to  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Bill  prohibiting  the  use  of 
deceptive  containers  or  wrappers  was 
sponsored  by  Lord  Shepherd  in  the 
House  of  Lords  on  December  12.  Lord 
Shepherd  also  wanted  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  have  power  to  regulate  the 
size,  shape  and  materials  of  containers 
that  might  be  used  for  certain  products. 
He  referred  to  a  "  plastic  container  very 
nicely  made  up  for  ladies' face  creams  " 
that  contained  only  half  the  amount  of 
face  cream  the  purchaser  would  be  led 
to  believe.  "  It  was  grossly  misleading 
and  almost  amounted  to  deceit."  Lord 
St.  Oswald  resisted  the  amendment 
because  it  went  further  than  the  war- 
time controls  on  packaging.  He  pointed 
out  that  a  manufacturer  who  had  in- 
dicated the  weight  and  the  price  on  the 
carton  of  his  product,  as  well  as  the 
price  per  pound,  might  be  deterred 
from  reducing  the  price.  He  went  on 
"  We  want  to  encourage  the  manufac- 
turer to  pass  on  the  effect  of  economies 
to  the  consumer.  We  do  not  want  him 
to  say  that,  much  as  he  would  like  to 
do  this,  the  Weights  and  Measures  Bill 
has  made  it  too  difficult  to  do  so."  The 
proposed  regulations  would  give  almost 
unlimited  scope  for  small  technical 
offences,  "  thereby  driving  honest 
traders  round  the  bend."  Lord  Alex- 
ander disagreed  and  said  "  all  house- 
wives were  misled  these  days."  He 
produced  a  fancy  box  labelled  "  Skin 
Food  ";  it  had  been  cut  to  show  that 
the  total  volume  of  the  cosmetic  was 
little  more  than  half  the  expected  cubic 
capacity.  The  amendment  was  suppor- 
ted by  the  Consumer  Council  of  the 
British  Standards  Institute.  Lord 
Amwell  suggested  the  amendment 
should  be  withdrawn  for  further  con- 
sideration and  referred  to  problems 
caused  by  the  dehydration  of  commo- 
dities. Lord  Stonham  said  some  manu- 
facturers intentionally  deceived.  "  They 
sell  a  large  pot  at  perhaps  double  the 
price  of  a  small  pot;  but  that  does  not 
mean  that  the  net  contents  of  the  large 
pot  are  any  greater."  If  one  manufac- 
turer sold  half  a  pound  of  detergent 
in  a  package  two  inches  bigger  than 
that  in  which  another  manufacturer 
sold  the  same  quantity,  then  that  was 
an  attempt  to  deceive  the  housewife  by 
offering  what  was  apparently  bigger 
value — a  larger  packet.     Lord  Man- 


croft  agreed  there  were  occasions 
when  obvious  and  blatant  deception  was 
practised.  Equally  there  were  many  cases 
"  in  which  containers,  particularly  in 
the  pharmaceutical  and  medical  world, 
have  of  necessity  to  be  considerably 
bigger  than  their  contents,  because  of 
shrinkage  and  other  perfectly  genuine 
reasons.  For  example,  large  blocks  of 
cotton  wool  have  of  necessity  to  be  put 
at  the  top  of  some  containers  to  pre- 
vent technical  deterioration.  One  would 
not  call  that  deception,  and  in  many 
cases  the  containers  carry  a  perfectly 
obvious  explanation  of  that  fact.  That 
is  the  other  extreme.  Somewhere  in 
between  the  two  should  lie,  I  should 
have  thought,  a  happy  medium  on 
which  we  could  agree." 

Lord  Shepherd  said  "  We  have 
talked  .  .  .  only  about  the  protection  of 
the  consumer  .  .  .  there  is  somebody 
else  we  must  also  sympathise  with  and 
protect,  and  that  is  the  decent  manu- 
facturer who  tries  to  trade  honestly." 
Lord  St.  Oswald  pointed  out  that 
although  the  Bill  did  not  cover  cos- 
metics the  schedules  enabled  them  to 
be  required  to  be  marked  with  their 
weights,  and  even  enabled  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  insist  on  face  cream  being 
packed  in  specified  weights.  On  his 
undertaking  to  review  what  had  been 
said,  the  amendment  was  withdrawn. 

Dealing  with  another  amendment, 
Lord  Shackleton  referred  to  the  posi- 


tion of  a  retailer  who,  after  receiving  a  . 
consignment,  found  the  goods  did  not  I 
conform  with  the  Act.  Until  he  could  9 
return  them  he  appeared  to  be  guilty  I 
of  a  technical  offence  because  he  had  ', 
them  in  his  possession.  The  Earl  of  i 
Dundee  said  that  all  through  the  Fifth  I 
and  Ninth  Schedules  the  requirements  I 
were  applied  directly  to  the  packer  or  I 
the  person  making  up  the  goods.  The  I 
Bill  envisaged  that,  if  an  inspector  i 
found  defective  articles  in  a  shop,  he  I 
would  test  other  articles  to  ascertain  I 
if  it  was  an  exceptional  case  or  not.  I 
The  shopkeeper  might  plead  that  he  I 
did  not  know  about  the  defectiveness,  I 
and  that  the  responsibility  was  the  I 
supplier's.  The  inspector  would  then  I 
want  to  arrange  for  inquiries  to  be  I 
made  about  similar  articles  in  the  pos-  I 
session  of  the  wholesaler,  and  also,  m 
possibly,  of  the  manufacturer  before  | 
deciding  whether  there  were  grounds  1 1 
for  prosecuting  and  whether  proceed- 
ings could  justifiably  be  taken;  and,  if 
so,  against  whom  they  should  be  taken.  I 
During  later  discussions  Lord  Hawke  I 
said  that  "  Half  the  overheads  of  the  1 
retail  trade  are  caused  by  the  time  taken  § 
in  weighing  out  and  selling  things:  so  I 
if  you  want  more  expensive  goods  in  I 
the  shops,  the  best  way  to  get  them  is  I 
to  put  statutory  obligations  on  shop-  9 
keepers  to  carry  out  more  and  more  1 
work  at  the  time  of  selling  their  ] 
goods." 
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REFERENCE  to  the  new  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Bills  was  made  by  Mr.  F. 
Loughman,  T.D.  (president.  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland)  at  the 
Society's  licence  conferring  ceremony, 
held  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  Dub- 
lin, on  December  6.  Forty-four  stu- 
dents, in  the  presence  of  relatives  and 
friends,  received  their  certificates. 

Congratulating  the  successful  students, 
the  President  said  that  the  ceremony 
was  the  culmination  of  many  years  of 
hard  work.  Welcoming  the  parents,  he 
said  it  was  proper  that  they  should 
share  in  the  new  licentiates'  achieve- 
ment, for  without  their  help  the  recipi- 
ents of  the  certificates  might  not  have 
been  able  to  come  forward  for  their 
fitting  reward. 

Building  Fund  Appeal 

Appealing  to  the  recently  qualified 
pharmacists  to  take  an  interest  in  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  building  fund,  the 
president  said  that  work  on  the  erection 
of  the  new  laboratory  would  com- 
mence when  the  Fund  reached  £6,000. 
He  asked  the  new  licentiates  to  do  all 
they  could  to  see  that  the  plans  which 
the  Council  had  in  mind  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  College  would  be  fully 
realised  so  that  future  students  would 
be  able  to  reap  the  benefit. 

The  new  Poisons  Bill  had  already 
been  introduced  in  the  Dail,  and  it  had 
been  arranged  that  the  next  reading 
would  not  be  taken  until  the  Society's 
Council  had  studied  it.  "  It  is  an  im- 
portant measure,  particularly  for  phar- 
macists, and  naturally  it  is  our  hope 
that  when  it  is  finally  introduced  it  will 
not  only  safeguard  the  existing  inter- 
ests of  pharmacists  but  extend  them." 


Explaining  that  the  principles  contained 
in  the  Bill  had  been  accepted  on  its 
second  reading  he  said  that  the  com- 
mittee stage  would  be  taken  after  the 
Christmas  recess,  and  the  Council 
would  be  submitting  recommendations 
in  order  to  see  that  the  interests  of  the 
profession  were  fully  protected. 

Regarding  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill, 
which  they  all  hoped  to  see  introduced 
in  the  coming  Dail  session,  the  presi- 
dent said  that  the  same  close  attention 
would  be  given  to  it  by  the  Council. 
The  two  new  measures  would  give  a 
status  to  pharmacy  which  it  had  not 
previously  enjoyed. 

Appealing  for  support  for  the  Bene- 
volent Fund,  Mr.  Loughman  said  that 
many  of  their  colleagues  who  had 
fallen  on  evil  days  were  being  helped 
month  after  month.  But  for  its  exist- 
ence many  pharmacists  would  be  in  a 
bad  way.  The  Council  was  aiming  at 
a  reserve  of  £10,000,  and  thanks  to  the 
committees  promoting  Fund  dances, 
and  the  generosity  of  individual  phar- 
macists the  Fund  was  being  added  to 
each  year.  No  activity  of  the  Society 
deserved  greater  support. 

The  duty  of  the  new  licentiates  was 
to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  profes- 
sion. During  his  half-century's  associa- 
tion with  the  profession  he  had  noted 
that  pharmacists  everywhere  had  always 
been  regarded  as  people  of  integrity 
and  intelligence. 

Appealing  to  pharmacists  to  take  a 
greater  interest  in  public  affairs,  the 
president  said  they  would  be  a  much 
greater  force  in  the  country  if  they  did 
so.  Nobody  took  any  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  pharmacists  —  they  them- 
selves were  responsible  for  that.  As  an 
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example  he  cited  the  case  of  the 
Poisons  Bill  which  received  its  first 
reading  in  the  Dail  without  any  mem- 
ber having  spoken  on  it.  That  was 
because  nobody  knew  anything  about 
it  and  those  present  were  unqualified 
to  speak  on  it.  Pharmacists  themselves 
were  responsible  for  that  situation  be- 
cause they  did  not  take  the  interest  they 
should  in  public  affairs.  It  was  the  duty 
of  every  intelligent  person  to  be  inter- 
ested in  public  affairs.  The  country 
would  benefit  if  more  pharmacists 
entered  public  life,  because  they  were 
intelligent  and  educated. 

The  new  licentiates  and  their  parents 
and  friends  were  later  entertained  to 
tea  in  the  College.

THE   Human  Tissue  Bill  was  intro-  Teaspoons 
duced    on  December 


on  December  8  by  Mr.  E. 
Powell  (Minister  of  Health)  to  enable 
doctors  to  remove,  after  death,  parts  of 
a  human  body  for  therapeutic  purposes 
or  for  medical  education  or  research, 
where  the  deceased  had  expressed  a 
wish,  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses, 
that  his  body  should  be  so  used  after 
death,  or,  alternatively,  where  there 
was  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  de- 
ceased had  expressed  any  objection  or 
that  any  relative  was  opposed  to  it. 
As  doubt  has  sometimes  been  expressed 
on  the  right  of  doctors  to  carry  out 
post  mortem  examinations,  apart  from 
those  directed  or  requested  by  a 
Coroner  or  other  authority,  the  oppor- 
tunity has  also  been  taken  to  place  the 
existing  practice  of  carrying  out  autop- 
sies on  a  firm  legal  basis.  The  Bill  re- 
peals the  Corneal  Grafting  Act,  the 
provisions  of  which  are  included  in  the 
more  general  ones  now  proposed. 

First-aid  Kits 

Sir  J.  Vaughan-Morgan  asked  the 
Minister  of  Transport  whether  he 
would  take  steps  to  ensure  that  all 
operators  of  public  service  vehicles 
carried  a  properly  maintained  first-aid 
box.  Mr.  Marples  in  a  written  reply 
on  December  7  stated  "  At  present  first- 
aid  boxes  have  to  be  carried  on  express 
and  contract  buses  and  coaches,  but 
not  on  ordinary  stage  services.  While 
I  am  satisfied  that  they  are  not  needed 
on  all  buses,  I  propose  to  look  at  the 
matter  again  to  see  whether  the  present 
distinction  is  the  right  one." 


Mr.  N.  Dodds  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  December  12,  what  con- 
sideration had  been  given  to  the 
dangers  that  arose  from  the  wide  dis- 
parity in  teaspoons  when  used  for 
taking  medicines,  especially  by  chil- 
dren. Miss  E.  Pitt  said  the  Minister 
was  not  aware  of  any  need  for  him  to 
give  advice  and  guidance  to  the  public 
in  that  respect.  Mr.  Dodds  "  While  the 
National  Health  Service  provides  so 
much  medicine  is  it  not  important  that 
there  should  be  some  standardisation 
in  this  respect?  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
certain  people  can  have  four,  five  or 
six  times  the  quantity  taken  by  others? 
May  this  not  be  harmful  in  some  cases, 
and  in  others,  where  antibiotics  are 
used,  if  too  little  is  taken,  is  not  the 
result  of  little  value?  Should  not 
something  be  done  about  it  now?  " 
Miss  Pitt  said  the  Minister  was  aware 
of  the  wide  variety  in  teaspoons,  but 
there  was  a  wide  margin  of  safety  be- 
tween the  therapeutic  dose  and  the 
dangerous  dose,  even  for  children.  It 
was  for  parents  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  not  to  exceed  the  dose.

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  December  12  what 
changes  he  proposed  to  make  in  the 
voluntary  price  regulation  scheme.  Mr. 
E.  Powell  (Minister  of  Health)  stated 
the  matter  was  still  under  considera- 
tion and  he  was  not  yet  able  to  indi- 
cate when  he  would  make  an  announce- 
ment on  the  matter.

(3)  "  It  is  dangerous  to  use  except 
under  medical  supervision." 

Are  there  no  professional  ethics  ex- 
pected of  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
r  iedicines?

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Invaluable  Every  Day  of  the  Year 

Most  pocket  diaries  contain  a  certain  amount  of  con- 
cise information  of  utility  or  entertainment  value.  Some, 
with  an  appeal  to  specialised  users  such  as  cyclists, 
schoolboys  or  Girl  Guides,  contain  a  rather  greater  pro- 
portion of  information  to  much  the  same  amount  of 
diary  space ;  and  in  a  few,  such  as  some  photographic 
diaries,  the  information  predominates. 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  and  Year  Book, 
1961,  now  in  process  of  being  sent  out  to  subscribers,  is 
not  a  pocket  diary  and  differs  in  important  and  charac- 
teristic ways  from  all  such  publications.  Over  the  years 
the  provision  of  space  for  jotting  down  notes  or  engage- 
ments has — in  line  with  users'  actual  practice — shrunk 
by  comparison  with  the  printed  matter  provided,  though 
the  Diary  never  catered  in  any  real  way  for  those  rare 
birds  who  record  fully,  in  the  best  prose  or  otherwise, 
the  events  of  each  day.  The  Year-book  portion  has  in 
no  way  lessened  in  importance.  In  fact,  it  has  become 
more  than  ever  a  source  of  information  required 
every  day  at  the  counter,  at  the  office  desk  or  in  the 
dispensary. 

A  prescription  comes  into  the  pharmacy  from  the 
other  end  of  the  country,  and  it  orders  a  Dangerous 
Drug.  Who  better  to  settle  a  query  about  the  pre- 
scriber's  signature  than  a  professional  colleague  in  the 
area?  The  secretary  of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee is  the  obvious  choice,  and  his  name  and  address 
are  in  the  Year-book.  A  query  about  payment  for  the 
same  EC  10?  The  Year-book  gives  the  name  and  address 
of  the  Clerk  to  the  Executive  Council.  An  item  on  the 
prescription  is  unfamiliar,  and  it  might  be  the  pet  for- 
mula of  the  local  hospital?  A  telephone  call  to  the  hospi- 
tal's chief  pharmacist  (name  given  in  the  Year-book) 
provides  the  answer.  An  unfamiliar  or  out-of-stock  in- 
gredient? Almost  certainly  an  alternative  source  is  to 
be  found  in  the  trade  directory.  The  advertisements 
themselves  are  an  encyclopaedia  of  trade  information. 
Nowhere  else  but  in  the  Year-book  is  to  be  found  so 
concise  albeit  authoritative  a  guide  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical services  under  the  National  Health  Service ;  in  no 
other  single  place  the  text  of  the  directives  given  by  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  its  members. 
If  you  want  to  get  in  touch  with  a  trade  association  or 
Government  department  you  will  find  its  address  and 
telephone  number  in  the  Year-book  (it  would  have  to 
be  more  than  marginally  outside  the  trade  not  to  be 
mentioned).  Apart  from  all  sorts  of  incidental  infor- 
mation the  unique  Table  of  Tranquillisers  and  Anti- 


depressants, specially  compiled  for  the  1961  Year-book, 
presents  in  the  most  quickly  consumable  form  the 
essential  details  of  the  too-many-to-remember  products 
in  those  classes.  Or  if  you  should  want  to  know  the 
dates  of  Bank  holidays  in  1962,  or  what  has  to  be  done 
in  sending  a  parcel  overseas,  or  to  measure  a  bottle 
(without  first  searching  for  a  foot  rule),  the  Year-book 
is  the  place  to  go. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  hours  are  wasted  by  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  chasing  after  information  which,  if 
they  had  but  spent  a  few  minutes  studying  the  contents 
of  the  Year-book  when  it  arrived,  they  would  have 
known  how  to  find  without  the  waste  of  a  moment.  In 
wishing  subscribers  a  prosperous  New  Year  we  are 
happy  to  have  made  an  important  contribution  to  their 
prosperity. 

Lambs  to  the  Slaughter? 

"  Sheep  without  a  shepherd  "  was  the  phrase  used  by 
Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings  at  the  public  session  of  the 
meeting  of  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (see 
p.  754)  in  referring  to  pharmacists  interested  in  the 
selling  of  veterinary  products.  Mr.  Chamings  spoke  of 
the  widely  differing  policies  adopted  by  manufacturers 
in  selling  veterinary  products,  and  called  for  a  more 
positive  policy  by  the  Council. 

The  problem  who  should  supply  veterinary  prepara- 
tions is  one  that  the  Council  has  always,  hitherto, 
failed  to  tackle  in  a  forthright  manner.  We  may  all 
recall  that,  on  February  24  this  year,  a  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Society's  headquarters  to  discuss  a  memor- 
andum, "  The  Pharmacist  and  Veterinary  and  Agricul- 
tural Matters,"  that  had  been  circulated  to  the  Branches. 
Since  that  time,  close  on  eleven  months  ago,  we  can 
recall  no  important  reference  to  veterinary  matters  in 
the  Press  reports  of  the  ensuing  Council  meetings. 

Mr.  Chamings's  remarks  were  picked  up  by  the  repre- 
sentative of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  present  at  the 
Council  meeting.  Apparently  the  problem  was  consid- 
ered by  the  Council  (in  its  own  report  provided  for  the 
Press)  to  be  too  insignificant  for  mention  to  be  made 
of  the  criticism  implied  in  Mr.  Chamings's  questions. 

Nor  were  the  names  given  of  the  new  non-Council 
members  of  the  Veterinary  Committee.  Moreover,  it  is 
noteworthy  that  the  Veterinary  Committee — probably 
due  to  some  clerical  oversight — was  not  reappointed  in 
June. 

To  be  aware  of  the  problems  is  not  enough.  We 
should  all  like  to  know  what  has  been  happening  since 
February.  There  has  been  time  enough  in  the  interval 
to  work  out  and  give  effect  to  a  clear  policy  towards 
the  distribution  of  veterinary  products.  As  we  stated 
before  the  February  meeting  (C.  &  D.,  February  20, 
p.  203),  pharmacists  overseas  "  are  not  under  such  han- 
dicaps, from  the  veterinary  supplies  point  of  view, 
as  their  opposite  numbers  in  Britain."  Is  it  not  time 
British  pharmacists  had  the  same  opportunities  ?

COUNCIL  MEETS  AT  MALLINSON  HOUSE 

A  fund  to  help  flood  victims 


BECAUSE  of  building  operations  at  Bloomsbury 
Square,  the  December  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  December  6-7,  by  the 
courtesy  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  was  held 
at  4  Queen  Square. 

Flood  Relief 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  the 
Council  decided  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  members  the 
plight  of  pharmacists  who  had  suffered  from  the  recent 
floods.  During  1953,  said  the  Committee's  report,  an  emer- 
gency fund  had  been  raised  to  assist  members  who  had 
suffered  from  the  floods  on  the  East  Coast.  Little  of  the 
resulting  £12,500  remained  and  donations  were  urgently 
needed  for  current  relief.  A  personal  appeal  would  be 
made  by  the  president  and  treasurer  to  all  members  of  the 
Society,  and  it  was  hoped  to  increase  the  Emergency  Fund 
to  enable  every  assistance  to  be  given  to  colleagues  who 
had  been  victims  of  the  latest  distressing  events. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  meeting  the  President  referred 
to  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells,  who  would  be  remem- 
bered, he  said,  for  his  services  to  the  Society  and  the  pro- 
fession. Members  stood  in  silence  for  a  few  moments.  The 
president  also  reported  with  regret  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
Bernard  Farmborough  Howard,  F.R.I.C.  (Harrison 
Memorial  medallist  in  1933,  and  for  many  years  a  member 
of  the  chemistry  subcommittee  of  the  Codex  Revision  Com- 
mittee); Miss  J.  Y.  Stephenson,  M.P.S.  (formerly  one  of 
the  Society's  inspectors),  and  Mr.  S.  L.  Ward  (a  former 
member  of  the  Society's  publications  staff). 

Before  proceeding  to  the  business  of  the  meeting,  the 
president  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  Mr.  S.  B.  Adje- 
pong  (Chief  Pharmacist  to  the  Government  of  Ghana). 

Mr.  H.  Treves  Brown  was  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  as 
honorary  auditor,  caused  by  the  death  of  Sir  Harry  Hague. 
It  was  reported  that  Mr.  R.  F.  G.  Ormrod,  Q.C.,  had  been 
appointed  chairman  of  the  Statutory  Committee. 

Warm  thanks  and  congratulations  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  Executive  were  reported  as  having 
been  formally  conveyed  to  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  local 
committee  for  the  excellent  and  successful  conference  meet- 
ing held  in  Newcastle  in  September.  It  was  also  resolved 
to  record  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  principal  speakers  at  the 
symposium  and  professional  sessions. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  closing  date  for  the  receipt  of 
papers  for  the  Conference  meeting  in  Portsmouth  should 
be  May  23,  1961.  A  conference  annual  lecture  had  been 
instituted,  and  Dr.  A.  Isaacs  (department  of  bacteriology 
and  virus  research,  National  Institute  for  Medical  Research) 
had  been  invited  to  deliver  the  inaugural  lecture  on 
"  Interferon."  The  report  of  the  Executive  also  discussed 
arrangements  for  the  Liverpool  meeting  of  the  Conference 
during  the  week  beginning  September  3,  1962,  the  London 
meeting  in  1963,  and  the  Edinburgh  meeting  in  1964. 

The  following  representatives  of  the  Executive  were  ap- 
pointed to  serve  on  the  editorial  board  of  the  Journal  of 
Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology :  The  chairman  (Dr.  D.  C. 
Garratt),  the  immediate  past-chairman  (Professor  W.  H. 
Linnell).  and  the  senior  general  secretary  (Dr.  E.  F. 
Hersant). 

Mr.  A.  Aldington  (chairman  of  the  Publicity  Commit- 
tee) presented  an  interim  report  that  dealt  with  the  holding 
of  displays  in  the  Society's  headquarters,  the  need  for  an 
investigation  into  the  man-power  situation  in  pharmacy, 
participation  in  careers  exhibitions,  and  the  desirability  of 
producing  suitable  literature  on  pharmacy  as  a  career. 
Consideration  of  the  report  was  deferred. 


Education  Committee 

An  analysis  of  students  attending  courses  of  instruction 
at  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the  1960-61  session,  presented 
to  the  Committee,  showed  that  the  total  number  (including 
research  students)  was  1,905.  Research  students  numbered 
108,  students  for  the  Ph.C  diploma  523,  students  for  Ph.C. 
diploma  (current  regulations,  three-year  course)  301,  stu- 
dents for  degrees  in  pharmacy  973.  The  total  number  of 
vacant  places  in  first-year  courses  was  112,  and  the  total 
number  of  first-year  students  for  degrees  and  diploma 
courses  752.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  entrance  require- 
ments for  the  diploma  and  the  degree  were  now  the  same, 
and  that  402  students  began  first-year  studies  for  a  degree 
and  194  for  the  diploma. 

The  analysis  further  showed  that  there  were  still  202 
students  registered  before  March  1,  1958,  who  had  not  yet 
begun  a  two-year  final  course  at  a  school  of  pharmacy. 
A  letter  was  being  sent  to  each  one  indicating  that  the 
Intermediate  examination  would  not  be  held  after  lune 
1961,  and  that  the  Qualifying  examination,  based  on  a 
two-year  course  of  study,  would  not  be  held  after  June 
1963,  except,  perhaps,  for  persons  with  referred  subjects 
outstanding. 

A  recommendation  that  Norman  Taylor  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  Edwina  Wilkinson  should  be  designated  Fellows 
under  Section  III  (2)  (b)  of  the  by-laws  was  adopted. 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
and  War  Aid  Committee)  reported  that  a  gift  of  £65  had 
been  received  from  Mr.  S.  Goodall.  Bradford,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Birdsgrove  House,  and  that  £50  had  been  received 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Benevolent  and  Orphan  Funds  from 
Miss  G.  Pirie,  in  memory  of  her  late  father  Mr.  Joseph 
Mather  Pirie,  Harringay.  It  was  also  reported  that  £26  5s. 
had  been  received  from  J.  &  E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  Old  Bond 
Street,  London,  W.l,  as  a  Christmas  gift  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund.  The  chairman  of  the  company 
considered  that  the  gift  was  a  more  practical  form  of  ex- 
pression of  good  wishes  to  members  of  the  Society  than 
the  customary  distribution  of  greeting  cards — an  opinion 
endorsed  and  welcomed  by  the  Committee. 

The  Council  was  informed  that,  at  a  meeting  in  Kirk- 
caldy on  November  23,  a  new  Fife  Branch  had  been  form- 
ally constituted  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  3,  p.  695). 

The  Establishment  and  Organisation  Committee  recom- 
mended, and  the  Council  approved,  the  reappointment  of 
the  non-Council  members  of  the  Veterinary  Committee 
with  the  addition  of  Messrs.  F.  C.  Bentley,  King's  Lynn, 
Norfolk;  K.  Jenkins,  Bovingdon,  Herts,  and  J.  S.  McCrum, 
Carlisle,  Cumberland.  Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  wondered 
whether  the  number  of  non-Council  members  should  be 
increased  so  that  fresh  ideas  might  be  brought  in  to  the 
discussions.  It  was  an  important  subject,  he  said,  for  cer- 
tain members  of  the  Society.  Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  (chair- 
man of  the  Committee)  assured  Mr.  Grosset  that,  so  far 
as  possible,  representatives  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
had  been  included.  The  Committee  was  not  limited  in 
number,  however,  and  others  would  be  added  if  the  Council 
wished. 

Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings  said  he  was  concerned  to  know 
what  the  attitude  of  the  Society  was  towards  the  handling 
of  veterinary  preparations  by  pharmacists.  In  the  retail 
trade  and  in  the  industry,  he  said,  widely  divergent  policies 
were  being  followed.  Some  manufacturers  advised  retail 
pharmacists  of  their  activities  in  the  veterinary  field  and 
others  excluded  retail  pharmacists  from  their  interests. 
"  They  seem  like  sheep  without  a  shepherd  in  this  matter,"

special  interest  for  Branch  audiences.  As  a  general  policy, 
no  film  would  be  added  to  the  list  unless  it  had  been  seen 
and  judged  suitable  by  at  least  one  member  of  the 
Committee. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  (chairman  of  the  History  of  Phar- 
macy Committee)  reported  that  Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings 
had  submitted  for  examination  a  collection  of  documents 
on  the  early  history  of  pharmaceutical  education  in 
Leicester.  They  included  the  minute  book  of  the

The  Council  was  also  informed  of  a  proposal  to  build 
in  York  Place.

forthcoming  ?  "  It  was  being  maintained  that  people  who 
were  capable  of  handling  medicines  for  human  consump- 
tion were  not  able  to  handle  animal  medicines. 

The  President  said  he  was  sure  the  Committee  was  well 
aware  of  the  point  Mr.  Chamings  had  raised,  and  that  it 
would  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  a  subsequent  meeting. 

A  recommendation  to  accept  the  principle  of  keeping 
minutes  in  a  loose-leaf  form,  the  appropriate  precautions 
being  observed,  was  adopted. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  the  Council 
agreed  that  a  contribution  of  £525  should  be  made  to  the 
library  fund  of  the  Linnean  Society,  following  a  national 
appeal  for  contributions.  Mr.  Maplethorpe  was  renominated 
as  the  Society's  representative  on  the  Council  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy,  University  of  London.  The  Council  gave  con- 
sideration to  the  choice  of  furniture  for  the  new  Council 
room  now  in  course  of  being  equipped,  and  to  alterations 
to  the  library. 

The  premises  of  1,533  authorised  sellers,  seventy-five 
listed  sellers  and  sixty-six  drug-store  proprietors  were  visited 
by  inspectors  during  October  1960.  and  573  drug-store  pro- 
prietors, grocers  and  similar  traders  were  visited  by  the 
Society's  agents. 

For  Post-graduate  Instruction 

It  was  reported  that  the  Films  Committee  had  accepted 
with  regret  the  resignations  of  Mr.  P.  J.  White  and  Pro- 
fessor Shotton  owing  to  pressure  of  work.  A  recommenda- 
tion that  Dr.  A.  L.  Glenn  (School  of  Pharmacy,  University 
of  London)  should  be  co-opted  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  adopted.  As  a  result  of  considerable  interest 
being  shown  in  post-graduate  courses,  particularly  on  mod- 
ern drugs  and  pharmacology  generally,  the  Committee 
adopted  a  suggestion  that  it  should  concentrate  on  the  pro- 
duction of  films  and  visual-aid  media  for  the  post-graduate 
instruction  of  pharmacists.  It  was  agreed  to  obtain  the 
advice  of  the  Education  Committee  on  the  topics  and  sub- 
ject matter  to  be  covered.  It  was  further  agreed  that  the 
Committee  should  continue  to  produce  for  the  use  of 
Branch  secretaries  a  selected  list  of  new  films  having  a 


History  of  Pharmacy  Scholarships 

The  Committee  was  reminded  that  it  was  possible  for 
post-graduate  students  to  study  the  history  of  pharmacy 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  that  scholarships  were 
available  for  the  purpose. 

A  memorandum  on  the  Weights  and  Measures  Bill  recom- 
mended that  representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  Board  of  Trade  should  be  made  on  certain  aspects  of 
the  proposed  legislation.  The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

A  letter  was  received  thanking  the  Council  for  the  gift 
of  an  English  bell-metal  mortar  that  had  been  presented  to 
the  Polish  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  the  secretary  and 
registrar  during  his  recent  visit  to  Poland.  The  letter  said 
the  mortar  was  a  symbol  of  friendship  between  the  two 
Societies,  and  that  the  mortar  would  be  put  in  the  Polish 
pharmaceutical  museum,  Cracow,  which  contained  the  most 
valuable  historical  relics  of  Polish  pharmacy.
